M ilw a u k e e, August 4.—The Jury in the 
case of Russell Wheeler, for the murder of 
Theodore Renderer, remained out from 5 
o’clock on Saturday evening until 7 o’clock 
this morning, when, to the surprise of all, 
returned a verdict ol manslaughter in the 
fourth degree. It had been expected that 
a verdict of not guilty would bo entered. 
On the first bullot six were for conviction 
of murder, and it is supposed that the ver­ 
dict ultimately reached was the result ol 
compromise. A motion for a new trial 
wa9 immediately made by counsel for de­ 
fense and will probably be granted. Whee- 
ler declares that the stigma shall not rest 
upon his family- Under the statutes of 
this Slate manslaughter in the fourth de­ 
gree is punished by imprisonment tor two 
years, or in the county jail cot exceeding 
one year, or by fine not exceeding #1,000, 
or by both fine and imprisonment.

A Michigan Bonk n**k** More Circula­ 
tion • •lucre ane 
of C'urreney--The 
Four Per Cent*. 


W a s h in g to n , Aug. 4.—The First Na­ 
tional Rank of Grand Rapids has asxcd 
permission to double its circulation. The 
value of currency has been rapidly In­ 
creased in that way. In this connection it 
is important to state a fact that the Nation­ 
al Greenbackers have overlooked, to w it: 
that cot only has contraction ol green­ 
backs ceased under Fort's bill, but that 
within the last two months the national 
bank circulation has increased to the ex­ 
tent of $2,200,000 by banks three-fourths 
of which are located west ot the Allegha­ 
ny mountains. 
Over $3,000,000 of four per cent bonds 
were sold on Saturday, making $7,000,000 
for the first three days of this month. One 
New York bank has already taken $14,- 
000,000 of them.

W a s h in g t o n , Aug. 4.—The interviews 
in Friday's Inter-Ocean with Prominent 
Chicago physicians regarding the yellow 
feyer epidemic bas attracted attention here 
aud Dr Woodworth, the Surgeon General 
of the marine hospital service, who now by 
law has authority over all quarantine In 
the United Stales, takes issue with some cl 
the Chicago physicians regarding the opin­ 
ions expressed and the fears that appar­ 
ently prevail. He says that the yellow 
lever is not communicated (rom the sick 
to the well. The poison is conveyed in 
clothing or baggage, especially if confined 
in trunks or boxes. The favorite lurking 
places ot the disease are the damp filthy 
bolds, and in the bilge-water of ships. 
When ttiu poison finds lodgement tu a 
ship, a house or a locality they become 
centers 
of 
Infection which 
tend to 
spread in every direction it 
on land. 
‘Quarantine by land, beyond disinfecting 
clothing or the effects of passengers," says 
Dr. Woodworth, “in my opinion lmpracii 
cable, if not useless, not taking into ac­ 
count the injury that is done to commerco. 
which is no small consideration. 
Y ellow 
lever has never prevailed in any of the 
cities of the great lakes. I don’t think it 
would become epidemic at Chicago if tho 
city were infected." 
New O r l e a n s , La., August 4.—In the 
past twenty-four hours twenty new esses 
were .reported and eleven deaths. The 
weather is unfavorable to invalids,—dry, 
wet, hot. and cold at intervals of a few 
minutes. This accounts for the increase of 
deaths, though the disease is on the decline.
